W HEREAS it is expedient to make One uniform Valuation of 
Lands and Tenements in Ireland, wMct shall be used 
cijually for all local Assessments, including Grand Jury 
Rates, Poor Law Rates, City or Town or other Rating, and for this 
5 Purpose it is necessary to amend the Laws now in force for the
